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| To Each According to His Needs- or His Ability? 


BOUT this time every economic evening people get 

very sorry for the small owner and the small breeder. 
In the gathering twilight it looks like a cinch that somebody 
is going to have to sleep under a very thin profit, if any. 


There is a lot of talk about how necessary small owners 
and breeders are, and about their being the backbone of 
racing, and something must be done to help them. Pretty 
soon the air is full of plans, ranging all the way from bonuses 
to elimination techniques. In one spot they get an elim- 
ination program going, and in another they cancel it out by 


offering bonuses. Like curing a headache with a bellyache. 


Bonuses are the sugar-coated pills. Small breeders hope 
for them, big breeders get them. This is almost certain, for 
if the small breeder gets enough of them to do any good he 
will become a big breeder. In the meantime he has his hope. 


One of the most popular means of helping the small 
owner is the cheap race. He can’t win the other races, he 
says, because Citation might be dropped in against him. So 
he frequently winds up asking for and gettin& more and 
more cheap races, which usually turn out to be claiming 
races. He seems to like this, and of course it will not be too 
hard on the management, which can have the same number 
of races for less money. 


At a recent open meeting between the management of 
Golden Gate Fields and the horsemen racing there, the 
trainers explained why some of the races in the condition 
book had not been filling. According to Hoof Prints, the ex- 


cellent bulletin of the California Thoroughbred Owners and 
Trainers Association— 


Chief complaints were that there were not enough races for . 
cheaper horses and for those which had not won recently. They 
asked for more conditions to eliminate recent winners, or winners 
of stipulated amounts or number of races. 

Mr. Clark (Frank W. Clark, vice president and executive man- 
ager) asked for suggestions as to how to correct this situation, and 
it was agreed that the committee already named (to advise the 
track superintendent) should consult with Racing Secretary Royden 
from time to time and suggest the type of races which would be 
most suitable for the calibre of the horses on the grounds, and most 
equitable for all horsemen. 


Thanks to a fine co-operative situation, the horsemen 
tow have enough rope to do something with. We do not 


envy them their responsibility for deciding which cheap 
horses should get the benefit and which good horses should 
be deprived of opportunity. 

In the New York Herald Tribune one day last May, 
one Leonard B. Smith appeared in the letters-to-the-editor 
column with a good idea along this line— 

An act of Parliament should be passed declaring that all race 


horses are equal to each other, and also that all truck horses are 
equal to race horses. . . . 


Any horse which wins a race by running faster than the other 
horses should be severely punished and barred from all future races, 
and the winnings of the race should be taken from him and dis- 
tributed among the under-privileged horses which did not run as 
fast as he did... . 

After these laws had been conscientiously enforced over a long 
term of years, what a wonderful effect they would have on the 
breed of horses! 

Of course, Mr. Smith’s satirical remarks were on the 
subject of socialism, and his horse-laws were only for ex-° 
ample. But it happens that on the race track, as well as in 
politics, we have to wrestle with the doctrine of providing 
for each according to his needs and not according to his 
ability. 

In the political field we have no comment on this doc- 
trine. But in racing and breeding it is sure poison. 

Bonuses, elimination, races for cheap horses—none of 
these devices lead to the goal. The best bonus is victory. 
The best elimination is defeat. The best races for cheap 
horses are those at tracks which cannot afford good horses. 

If the philosophy sounds cruel, it isn’t. In the long run 
it is the kindest, for small owners and breeders as well as 
large owners and breeders. Concessions on the basis of need 
would be fine if they satisfied the need.

In practice they 


In the face of increasing production the Thoroughbred 
market remains good for good horses. This is because, in 
the last four years, good horses have been able to win in pro- 
portion to their ability. Anything which is now done to 
upset the higher earning power of good horses will inevitably 
bring down their value without actually increasing the value 
of poor horses. There is no means of giving undue advan- 


tage to cheap horses. When the basement is raised to the 


first floor, the whole house comes down.

New York Has a Date Problem; 
Arcaro Suddenly Finds a Horse 


New YorK 

The current date entanglement in New 
York may be settled by the time these 
notes are printed, because a second meet- 
ing on the subject was to be held Octo- 
ber 26, but it is also possible that it may 
have to be resolved by the State Racing 
Commission, which might be a good thing 
at that. 

The cause of unity is being pleaded in 
the attempt to settle the dates without out- 
side help. but horsemen in New York are 
getting a little tired of unity. For years 
now. the five New York associations have 
been able to have their arguments in pri- 
vate. which is good as far as it goes, but 
it permits points to be made in private 
which could never be made in public. Bel- 
mont Park is the loser. because it fails to 
stand out the way it would if racing in 
New York were on a more competitive 
basis. 

The present difficulty arose from Bel- 
mont’s attempt to get more dates. which in 
turn grew out of—or at least first became 
known through—a letter from the Amer- 
ican Trainers’ Association requesting more 
dates for Belmont. 

Figures on stabling facilities and purse 
distribution were duly cited, and of course 
the case was convincing to any outside 
party. To put it briefly. Jamaica could 
not run on its own stabling area. and 
Aqueduct would have great difficulty. 
Horses stabled at Belmont make up nearly 
half of the programs at either of the other 
tracks. and about three-fourths of the 
stakes races. 

But the opposition came, not from Ja- 
maica or Aqueduct, which were being 
made to look bad, but from Empire City, 
which is living on what you might call 
borrowed time. Its own track was aban- 
doned after the 1942 season. and a new 
one, though on the way, is still at least 
two years off. 

Possibly Empire City has realized that 
it got outfigured on the 1948 date sched- 
ule and isn’t in the humor to take any 
more. If you're rusty, Empire used to 
have a meeting in July and another clos- 
ing the season. Jamaica ran a split meet- 
ing, opening the season in April, and hold- 
ing a second meeting just after Belmont 
in the fall. Under the 1948 schedule, 
Jamaica opened the season and ran all its 
days in one meeting. Empire does the 
same at the close of the racing year. 

Well, Jamaica has fresh horse-players 
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to work with. They're up against a ruin- 
ous percentage. but as has been pointed 
out. this doesn’t stop the incentive to bet. 
just the ability to bet. So Jamaica gets 
its players when they're hardly worn at 
all, and it is through with them before 
they've begun to feel the pinch. 

In attendance. Jamaica fell hardly at 
all this year. and betting was down only 
7 per cent. Every other track has dropped 
worse, and Empire City. getting its cus- 
tomers after they've been gone over for 
the whole season, has a very stale set, and 
despite the expansion of the program to 
eight races, is not going to approach Ja- 
maica’s average of $2.018.028 in the pools. 
That’s mostly a date affair. for the racing 
at Empire City’s meeting is in some re- 
spects better. 

Furthermore, Jamaica gets off with the 
smallest purses. at no loss in quality. In 
April there’s no sense in offering. as Em- 
pire does in October. $35,000 races for 2- 
year-olds. An endowment of $40.000 does 
nicely for the Wood, because the 3-year- 
olds aren't proved. and that’s a good purse 
for a prep race. 
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In last week’s Bioop-Horse, credit should have 

been given to Frank B. Voss for the painting of 

Misty Isle on page 154. 
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In other words, a lot of reputations are 
still to make—all of them, really, excep, 
the handicappers—and anyway Jamaica 
doesn’t have to compete with Chicago or 
the important fixtures of the Maryland 
fall meetings. 

It’s a nice spot; in fact it’s the best in 
New York from a profit angle. Empire, 
which used to get its players half-fit ip 
July. now gets them worn down cntirely, 
And this will stay true as long as the take. 
out stays at 15 per cent and the breakage. 


SIESTA. On Tuesday of last week 
Eddie Arcaro was poking along in front 
with Woodvale Farm’s Sport Page. and 
along came Eric Guerin and Swap Out to 
beat him a head on the post. Since Sport 
Page was odds-on, this was not taken well, 
and it was suggested in some quarters that 
the band be instructed to play “Asleep in 
the Deep” when Eddie came out afterward.

For auctioneers of Thoroughbred horses, 
November will be the busiest month in 
their memory. The catalogues of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, the Breeders’ 
Sales Company, and the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association will list a 
total of 1.435 horses offered for sale. 


Already 1.471 Thoroughbreds, including 
1,072 yearlings, have been sold by auc- 
tion this year, as reported in THE BLoop- 
Horsk, plus a few others on which no 
finally reliable report was obtained. The 
total number of Thoroughbreds sold by 


auction in North America in 1947 was 
2416. They aggregated $9,932,330, 


average $4,111.

At the age of ten, Kent Miller’s Elkridge 
has shown the ripeness that comes to 
steeplechasers after years of racing experi- 
ence. The gelded son of Mate—Best by 
Test. by Black Toney, has won three ma- 
jor stakes, placed in four others, had one 
of his best seasons financially. 

His victories have been in the Indian

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Du Pont Honored 
At Annual Dinner 


The Thoroughbred Club of America 
gave its seventeenth annual testimonial 
dinner at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington. 
Thursday evening. October 21. To the 307 
members and guests in attendance Pres- 
ident E. E. Dale Shaffer introduced the 
guest of honor, Delaware’s William du 
Pont, Jr.. as “a man most unique in 
racing. 

“He can run a bandage.” said Shaffer. 
“He can exercise a horse. ride a race, de- 
sign a stable, breed a top-class runner, 
build a race track, write a perfect piece 
of legislation.” 

The microphone grated up Mr. du Pont’s 
sentences and left many of them unrecog- 
nizable, but enough of them came through 
to persuade his listeners that his ideas, 
gained from long experience. covered rac- 
ing in part and in whole. from bandages 
to the legislature. 

He related briefly his experience with 
steeplechase courses and jumps. In the 
old days there were many falls and in- 
juries because the jumps were not uni- 
form in construction. He noted that the 
obstacles over which the old masters J. 
Howard Lewis and Thomas Hitchcock 
schooled their horses were less hazardous, 
and on this basis set out to devise a safer, 
more uniform type of obstacle. As he 
worked on the problem one track after 
another sought his advice and help. 

“But people said, ‘Now you've got the 
jumps fixed to fit your own horses, you 
can win all the races.” So I quit racing 
at all the courses I had built, and since I 
have built the jumps at 28 courses, I can 
hardly race a steeplechaser anywhere.” 

Toward the end of his address Mr. du 
Pont remarked upon the Delaware racing 
law of which he is the author, and upon his 
concern for the future of racing. 

“Nearly every place wants too many 
days of racing. So in Delaware we have 
—by law—only 30 days.” 

Delaware Park, he explained, is non- 
profit except that the bonds earn about 4 
per cent. On the common stock there is 
no profit. When the bonds are all paid 
off, then 144 per cent will be available for 
breeders’ awards or improvements—‘“or 
not charged at all.” 

The speaker was fearful of racing “from 
here on out.” Revenue demands have in- 
creased to such an extent that politicians 
are considering the legalization of book- 
makers. Wherever that happens, “you are 
going to get racing outlawed without any 
trouble at all.” 

There exists a definite possibility that 
the states themselves may take over racing. 
Its present basis—tending always toward 
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William du Pont, Jr. (left) accepts the testimonial scroll at the Thoroughbred Club 
of America’s annual dinner.

expansion and commercialization—is “very 
unsound.” 

“We should get it turned back, so far 
as we can, to a sport basis—else we may 
not have any racing at all.”

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Olympia Outlasts Johns Joy; 
Super-Highway at Golden Gate 


The Breeders’ Futurity was a big race 
for the hardboots. They were looking at 
a group of 2-year-olds which had been 
foaled in the neighborhood of Lexington 
and had been away at the races all season. 


Some of the juveniles had distinguished 
themselves by winning or placing in 
stakes. all were sharp for the race which 
had returned such victors as Mata Hari, 
Johnstown, Whirlaway, Devil Diver, Occu- 
pation, Durazna, and Education, to name 
some of the more recent ones. 


Under the trees in the Keeneland pad- 
dock, and in the saddling enclosure. horse- 
men appraised the field. They noted Olym- 
pias unusually muscular hind quarters. 
Johns Joy was smaller and more compact. 
pleasing in outline. Dixiana’s Fleeting 
Star. which the stable hoped would suc- 
ceed Shy Guy. their 1947 winner. was a 
good-looking chestnut. the biggest indi- 
vidual in the field. The smoothly turned 
Sequence, latest of the accomplished 
Myrtlewood family, was beginning to grow 
a winter coat. Wellsab was trim and 
shining. Menow’s sister Lithe looked 
ready for the race. 

Olympia was fastest out of the gate. 
Johns Joy was after him like a cat, took 
the lead as they raced out of the six-fur- 
long chute and down the backstretch, lost 
itas Olympia dug in harder, found more 
speed. Sequence lay third, Yes You 
fourth. 


But the third and fourth horses had no 
influence on the outcome. It had started 
out as a race between Olympia and Johns 
Joy, and so it ended. Willie Garner 
drove Olympia hard in the stretch, Jimmy 
Combest inched nearer with Johns Joy 
At the sixteenth pole it looked as if Johns 
Joy were finished, but he found some 
reserve speed and strength, and was clos- 
ing on Olympia at the wire. He missed 
victory by a neck. Six lengths to the rear 
fnished Fleeting Star. which had grad- 
ually worked forward from seventh place. 
He beat Sequence a neck. The filly, third 
most of the way, tired in the stretch. 

Fred W. Hooper, who has been one of 
the Keeneland yearling sales’ best adver- 
tisements, won this one with what might be 
called a home-bred. Olympia was bred 
by Ivan Parke, the Hooper trainer and an 
able member of the team that won the 
Breeders’ Futurity in 1946 with Education. 
Miss Dolphin, dam of Olympia. is owned 
by Parke. For most of her 17 wins, in- 
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cluding some stakes, she was trained by 
Bennett Creech, Parke’s father-in-law. 


Johns Joy, the colt which gave Olympia - 


what was probably the hardest race of his 
career, is owned by J. A. Kinard, Jr., and 
is trained by Monte Parke, brother of 
Ivan. The winner and the runner-up both 
were foaled at Coldstream Stud. which 
had a strong rooting interest for still an- 
other reason: Olympia is by Coldstream’s 
*Heliopolis, and Johns Joy is by *Bull 
Dog. 

Ocean Drive, the other capable 2-year- 
old in the Hooper barn, was not a Fu- 
turity eligible. He is reputed to be the 
fast-track specialist, while Olympia is said 
to be better in the mud. Keeneland’s un- 
predictable fall weather held fair for the 
Futurity, but Olympia seemed at no dis- 
advantage in the fast going. 

The Hooper horses evidently are not af- 
fected by airplane rides. Ocean Drive

EXIT THE BONUS 


As a result of conferences between offi- 
cers of the International Union of Journey- 
men Horseshoers, the Horsemen’s Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association, the De- 
partment of Justice, and individual horse- 
men, the blacksmiths’ union has discon- 
tinued the practice of collecting bonuses, 
or “service charges.” 

Members of the union were notified by 
John T. Keefer, their secretary-treasurer, 
on September 27 to stop collecting the 
bonus. 

For some time the platers had been col- 
lecting from $15 to $25 for races won by 
horses shod by them. The amount of the 
bonus varied according to the value of the 
purse, and could be collected every 30 
days for each horse. 

Platers at Keeneland confirmed the re- 
port that the bonus had been discontinued. 
The measure deprives race track platers 
of substantial income, but the Keeneland 
platers said they anticipated no rise in 
prices in the near future in an effort to 
offset the loss of revenue. Present scale of 
prices in the Kentucky area is $9 for a 
set of steel plates, and $7 for attaching a 
set of aluminum plates. The platers fur- 
nish the steel shoes. Aluminum shoes are 
supplied by the trainer, who pays $4.50 a 
set for them. 
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was flown to Boston for a win in the May- 
flower Stakes, and Olympia was flown to 
Lexington for the Futurity. Each colt has 
won more than $75,000 this year. 


THE SELIMA. First running of the 
Selima Stakes was in 1926. A field of 
13 2-year-old fillies contended for first 
money of $23,370, a respectable prize in 
any era. The favorites were Mrs. Walter 
M. Jeffords’ Painted Lady, a *Golden 
Broom filly, and her husband’s Fenlight, 
by Star Hampton, which ran as an entry. 
But the winner, by a length over Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Aromagne, Fox- 
catcher Farms’ Fair Star, a daughter of 
*Wrack—Etoile Filante. by Fair Play. 
Her time was 1:40 for the mile, which was 
the distance of the first Selima. 

Twenty-two years later Fair Star’s dou- 
ble great-granddaughter, Gaffery, won the 
Selima for William du Pont, Jr.’s Fox- 
catcher Farm in much the same fashion— 
she lay close to the pace, moved into the 
lead in the stretch. Her margin at the 
end of 1,'; miles was five lengths. Lady 
Dorimar was second, Fond Embrace was 
third. Fond Embrace had a rough trip— 
the winner bore over on her when moving 
to the lead, caused N. L. Pierson to take 
her up. But Gaffery was clearly the best 
of the field. 

Calumet Farm, which last year won its 
third Selima when Whirl Some beat AI- 
foxie and Miss Mommy, did not have a 
starter in the race. 

Lady Dorimar and Fond Embrace, the 
runners-up to Gaffery, both were bred by 
Royce G. Martin’s Woodvale Farm. The 
winner previously had won the Schuyler- 
ville Stakes and was third to Myrtle 
Charm in the Spinaway. , 


QUARTER POLE. If he continues his 
present rate of progress, Frank Frankel’s 
Quarter Pole will be a strong addition to 
next year’s handicap division. The son 
of *Mahmoud won his second consecutive 
stakes of the Laurel Park meeting in the 
Washington Handicap, and he gave weight 
to some good older horses. Under 122 he 
gave four pounds to Loyal Legion and 
Natchez, five to Rampart. 

The Washington, at 144 miles, was easy 
for him. He caught the pace-making 
Istan in the stretch, pulled away to win by 
three lengths in 2:0335 over a sloppy 
track. Previously he had won the Consti- 
tution and Maryland Handicaps, finished 
second to Miss Request in the Empire City 
Stakes. He has won $42,850 since being 
bought by Mr. Frankel for $60,000 late 
in September. 


CLOCKBUSTER. The 2:0235 of the 
Washington Handicap was slow and 
creaky when matched with *Shannon 
2nd’s 1:5945 in the 114-mile Golden Gate 
Handicap at Golden Gate Fields, on Oc- 
tober 23. The performance equaled *Saint 
Andrews’ world record, set under 133 
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pounds at Brighton, England. in 1939, and 
was a new American record. The former 
American mark was 2:00. held by Whisk 
Broom 2nd. which made his disputed time 
in 1913. and Cover Up. which equaled it 
at Hollywood Park in June, 1947. 

Trend-watchers were certain that the 
114-mile record would be chopped down 
at Golden Gate. The resilient surface 
sends horses bounding along at a rate that 
must surprise the animals themselves. On 
October 2. Prevaricator equaled Equi- 
poise’s American mile record of 1:34%%5. 
The nine-furlong record has been lowered 
five times during the current meeting. Last 
horse to take a whack at it was *Shannon 
2nd. which on October 16 cut a fifth from 
Henpecker’s week-old track record, lower- 
ing it to 1:4735, which equaled Indian 
Broom’s American record. 

With that sort of launching. the Aus- 
tralian horse came out on October 23. 
equaled the world mark for ten furlongs 
in effortless fashion. The fast *Mafosta 
set the early pace while *Shannon 2nd 
was being steered carefully away from 
blind switches. Jack Westrope kept him 
in hand while *Mafosta and then On 
Trust clicked off the panels in :23. :46%5. 
1:1025. 1:35. In the stretch *Shannon 
2nd moved easily into the lead. won by two 
lengths under a hand ride. See-Tee-See. 
another late-comer. was second, Stepfa- 
ther was third. On Trust got fourth 
money. *Mafosta finished twelfth in the 


field of 13. 


Not long ago the horsemen at Golden 
Gate were divided as to the virtues of so 
fast a track. Some of them were pleased 
with it. others demurred loudly enough 
that a meeting was called to discuss the 
advisability of slowing it up and perhaps 
making it safer for the horses. The con- 
servatives probably won the argument. 
else the 144-mile record likely would have 
been lowered to something like 1:55.

Brown Rover in the Cherimoya: 
Woodburn Wins the Cesarewitch 


LONDON 
Mr. William Woodward’s Brown Rover 


confirmed the good impression I formed 
of him on a first appearance when he won 
the Cherimoya Stakes at Hurst Park. The 
race was worth £1.493 to the winner and 
was for 2-year-olds that had not run prior 
to September 25. This is a new idea in 
England and is proving a success. Such 
races have been bringing out good looking 
colts and fillies who have been given every 
chance to find their strength in their own 
time. 

The one doubt I had about Brown Rover 
was whether the distance of six furlongs 
would give him sufficient scope for his 
stamina. As it was he was able to take up 
a good position from the start. He was 
not going quite so well as Orphean for 
close on to five furlongs. but after that he 
began to get the better of it. In point of 
actual fact Brown Rover did not get his 
head in front until the last 50 yards, but 
Britt rede with complete confidence once 
he had got in touch with the leader. It 
was obvious he did not want to subject his 
mount to too hard a race, and full pres- 
sure was not applied until close home. 

Brown Rover is showing too much day- 
light under him at the moment. but all 
that will be altered after Nature has com- 
pleted her work. He wants to let down in 
his frame and fill out behind the saddle. 
He is one of the slow developing kind, but 
I am sure he will make up into a grand 
looking 3-year-old. He has not the square 
build of Black Tarquin, but has a smooth 
action which will carry him far in his sec- 
ond season. It is with reasonable confi- 
dence that I would predict a bright future 
for him. He is by Fighting Fox—La 
Rambla. by *Jacopo. 

Orphean, beaten only a head. is owned 
by the Princess Royal, a sister of the King. 
She has taken over the horses of her late 
husband, Lord Harewood, and has one or 
two promising 2-year-olds. Orphean had 
only run once before and showed marked 
improvement. He is a well made colt by 
Orthodox out of The Siren, who was bred 
by the late Lord Harewood. The mare is 
by Alcester, who also carried the breed- 
er’s colours, out of Suada by Trespasser. 
Suada bred several small winners and 
Trespasser was at one time the champion 
hurdler. He was in a class by himself at 
that business. 

Third place was taken by a very nice 
filly in Lady of Leisure, who is by Big 
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Game out of Lady Peace. a French-bred 
mare by Fiterari out of Reine d’Ouilly. by 
Pharos. The rather attractive Watling 
Street filly out of Quartz, called Iduna. 
whom I mentioned when she ran at New- 
market, did not strike off too well and was 
always being set with too much to do. I 
liked the look of Boisson. a well developed 
son of Bois Roussel and Cossor Song. but 
he is still too backward to do himself jus- 
tice. 


MIDDLE PARK STAKES. The Hurst 
Park meeting was a one-day affair fol- 
lowing the Newmarket Second October 
fixture. There were many surprises dur- 
ing the four days at headquarters. On 
the opening afternoon Major R. N. Mac- 
donald-Buchanan’s grand colt Abernant 
finished for the season with a smashing 
victory in the Middle Park Stakes. The 
original intention was to run Royal Forest. 


After DJELAL won the one-mile Knights’ Royal Stakes at Ascot’s October meeting, 
he passed a physical check-up to the satisfaction of the syndicate of American breeders 
which has bought him. He then was returned to France for fertility tests. 


but after he had disappointed at Ascot 
plans were changed. Royal Forest will 
have a chance to redeem his reputation jn 
the Dewhurst Stakes at the Houghton 
meeting, which brings the Newmarket sea. 
son to a close. Abernant was in such g 
dominating position that he frightened 
away all the opposition with the exception 
of Targui, in the Boussac colours, and 
Decorum. It was just a procession. Aber. 
nant stayed with Targui for about a fur. 
long. After that he went off on his own 
to win unchallenged by five lengths. He 
lengthened his stride up the hill like g 
real champion. 

At one time I had my doubts about him 
staying a mile because of the sprinting 
blood in his pedigree. They were at least 
partially eliminated by the manner jn 
which he strode up the hill. He was not 
tiring in the least and another furlong 
would not have troubled him. I now be. 
lieve he will be the main hope of the Beck. 
hampton stable in the 2.000 Guineas next 
year.

Targui will be able to 
provide a line for M. Marcel Boussac 
when he decides on his plans for our clas- 
sic races in 1949, Decorum, who has quite 
a good record, could never get in touch 
and was eased when his chance became 
hopeless. 


OAKS. The King had another winner 
when his grand 3-year-old filly Angelola 
wound up her racing career with a com- 
fortable victory in the Newmarket Oaks. 
The fine big slashing daughter of Dona- 
tello and Feola is endowed with abundant 
stamina and was not in the least troubled 
to stay the mile and three quarters. She 
was taken to the front a long way from 
the finish and her long stride was too 
much for the lightly framed little Wimple. 
D. Smith did everything he could to save 
Wimple’s speed for a finishing run, but 
the strong gallop Angelola set in the 
straight found Wimple in dire straits more 


than a furlong from the finish. Angelola 
will now be retired to the stud and should 
make a grand broodmare. So, too, should 
Young Entry.

CESAREWITCH. The second day is 
big with the fate of that great gambling 
medium, known as the Cesarewitch., run 
over two miles and a quarter. It was won. 
after a thrilling finish, by Woodburn, who 
throughout the ante-post betting was one 
of the favourites. One of the leading pro- 
fessional backers is credited with having 
won £30,000. 

Woodburn, who belongs to one of the 
acting stewards of the Jockey Club, Lord 
Allendale, was brought up on the bottle. 
His dam died soon after foaling. He is a 
curious type of colt in that he stops as 
soon as he gets to the front. The Austra- 
lian jockey Britt has ridden the colt in 
most of his races and knew what he was 
up against. He kept the colt on a tight 
rein most of the way. It was inside the 
last furlong that Woodburn took the lead. 
No sooner had he done so than he eased 
up and allowed Vertenica to pass him. It 
was only in the last 20 yards that Wood- 
burn took hold of his bit again to win by 
a neck. Had he been so willed. he could 
have won by several lengths. 

Woodburn is a 3-year-old colt by Bois 
Roussel out of Sun Helmet, who was bred 
by Lord Astor but now belongs to the 
Shadwell Stud. In addition to Woodburn 
she is the dam of the Precipitation filly

eration, has produced high-class winners, 

Vertenica, who made such a fine fight 
of it, was carrying a 9-pound penalty for 
having won the Park Hill Stakes at Dop. 
caster. She is a genuine stayer and a half 
sister, by Deiri, to Le Pacha. I asked a 
well-known French racing expert the other 
day what he considered the best horse to 
have raced in France during the war, He 
replied Le Pacha. That is a controversial 
point and I merely give the opinion for 
what it is worth. Le Pacha has not been 
quite the success at the stud that had been 
hoped. Third place, no more than half a 
length behind the second was Garter Club. 
a 6-year-old gelding who is just as much 
at home over hurdles as on the flat. 

Lord Sefton has some nice 2-year-old 
fillies, and Bignonia won her fourth race 
of the season when taking the Prendergast 
Stakes at her leisure. Neither Bobo nor 
Jet Plane could go with her at any stage 
and she won very easily. Bignonia is by 
Big Game out of Gold Lily. a very fast 
Gold Bridge mare. This is a sprinting 
pedigree, and Bignonia is true to her 
breeding. Bobo is also by Big Game and 
is a half brother to Hobo, now at stud in 
South Africa. I anticipate Bobo training 
on into a useful 3-year-old. Jet Plane 
ran a curious sort of race and_ never 
seemed to be happy. She is owned and 
was bred by Lord Astor and did not fulfil 
the promise she had shown at Goodwood. 

Lord Astor’s High Stakes won his 23rd 
race and the seventh of the present season 
when running away with the Lowther 
Stakes. The 6-year-old gelding was held 
up for a late run. He produced a brilliant 
turn of speed to outpoint the much fancied 
3-year-old Count Rendered with the great- 
est of ease. I am’ afraid there is little 
prospect of Laurentis regaining his old 
form.

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TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


Luke McLuke: Not Around Long, 
But They Knew He Was There 


It is questionable if John W. Schorr ever 
owned another horse as good as Luke Me- 
Luke. He was a brown son of Ultimus— 
Midge, by Trenton—*Sandfly. by Isonomy. 
bred by James R. Keene at the Castleton 
Stud. He was foaled in 1911. 

Ultimus. a son of Commando—Running 
Stream, by Domino, never raced. Midge 
was imported in utero in 1901. Her dam. 
*Sandfly. was out of Sandiway, by Don- 
caster. Sandiway. out of Clemence by 
Newminster, was a half-sister to Mersey 
(dam of the great Carbine) and Tadcas- 
ter and was a high-class race mare, win- 
ning seven races at two and the Prender- 
gast Stakes among them. At three she 
won three races, including the Coronation 
Cup. At four she won the Liverpool Cup. 
The best of Sandiway’s produce was Cal- 
vely, by St. Serf, winner of eight races in- 
cluding the Great Yorkshire Handicap and 
Doncaster Cup. Her daughter *Sandfly 
never raced. Midge was a winner at three 
and in addition to Luke McLuke produced 
the winners Judge Walser, Pandean, Mida. 
and Johnny Campbell. 

There was no racing in New York in 
1911 and 1912. The Keene yearlings of 
those years were sold privately. James R. 
Keene died early in January. 1913, but in 
1912 the late William A. Prime. a wealthy 
New York cotton broker, bought from him 
18 yearling colts for $25,000. 


Within a month Mr. Prime lost a for- 


tune in the cotton market and asked the 
advice of the late E. R. Bradley as to 
what course he should pursue with the 
Keene yearlings. as he was financially un- 
able to have them trained and raced. 
Bradley advised one of two courses: either 
to sell them by private auction, or Bradley 
would buy them from him by private 
treaty. Prime followed the second sug- 
gestion and sold them to Bradley. The 
price was never disclosed, but it was prob- 
ably about what he paid for them. 

The 18 yearlings were offered for sale 
by auction at Harp’s Horseman’s Head- 
quarters at Lexington in September, 1912. 
in the name of Frank E. Brown, who had 
been engaged to train them for Prime. 
Bradley put a reserve of $1,600 on each. 
They realized a total of $57.650, an average 
of $3,201. 

Bradley wound up with four of them. 
Beach Comber cost him $14,000, Bob 
Black $11.000. Boots and Saddle $5.800. 
and Black Toney $1.600. The latter alone 
of the four made good, developing into a 
first-class sire. Bradley ran the three 
higher-priced yearlings up and they were 
dropped on him, but Black Toney made 
the reserve. James Rowe came to the 
sale for the purpose of buying a chestnut 
colt. by *Voter—*Harpsichord. a_ half 
brother to Harmonicon and Hilarious. for 
the account of Harry Payne Whitney. This 
colt he acquired for $3.100. He was later 


known as Forum and just about won him. 
self out. 

Rowe was impressed by a chestnut col 
by Peter Pan—*Royal Rose, by Royal 
Hampton, which he acquired for Mr. Whit. 
ney for $100 beyond the reserve. He was 
later known as Pennant and he too proved 
to be a rare bargain. 

Among the yearlings was the bay colt 
by Ultimus-—Midge. by Trenton, which was 
very unsound. Coupled with the fact that 
Ultimus had no credentials as a sire at the 
time, he too was knocked down for $100 
beyond the reserve to J. G. Gray. who was 
acting in behalf of John W. Schorr. As 
the late Dick Thompson once remarked, 
“Schorr could not take delivery of the colt 
soon enough for us. We were afraid he 
would break down on the farm.” 


GIMPY. Luke McLuke was too un. 
sound to be trained at two, and his racing 
history at three, like the annals of the 
poor, was short. John F. Schorr trained 
him. He raced just 6 times, winning 4 
races, was second in 1, third in 1. earned 
$22,050. I saw him race twice and was 
deeply impressed with the little I saw of 
him. Through the kindness of Eddie 
Shields, of the Fasig-Tipton Company, | 
am able to reconstruct his brief racing 
career. 

Luke McLuke made his debut at Louis. 
ville on May 13, 1914, in the third race of 
the day. a mile and 20 yards for 3-year. 
olds. It was an allowance affair for a $600 


_purse. He was beaten into second place, 


three lengths behind Constant, a chestnut 
colt by *Oddfellow—Ethel Thomas. Luke 
McLuke started favorite at 23 to 20. 

At Churchill Downs he won his next 
two races. He turned the tables on Con- 
stant at 1 1/16 miles in a purse at $700, 
value $55 to the winner, winning by 1 1/2 


In the final sixteenth of the Questionnaire Handicap, Donor and Carolyn A. matched stride for stride. But they weren't quite 
nose and nose at the finish—the angular Challedon gelding (nearest camera), which runs in a breast plate, got a narrow decision 
over the filly.

Solar Star, and Rudolfo, the latter a pretty 
fair horse. Rudolfo was five. He carried 
117 pounds (the scale was 126). Solar 
Star was four. He carried 105, the scale 
was 122. 

The public installed Luke McLuke as 
favorite at $2.35 to $1. Ridden by A. Ney- 
land, Luke McLuke won by a length in 
new track record time of 2:02 4/5 which 
was three-fifths faster than the time Old 
Rosebud consumed to win the Kentucky 
Derby. Rudolfo was second, Solar Star 
third. 

Luke McLuke was beaten once there- 
after, in Canada, at Montreal’s Dorval 
Park, on June 13, in the International 
Derby. $20,000 added, 1 1/4 miles. David 
Craig (running as an entry with Luke 
McLuke) was the winner. Gainer (122), 
ridden by Merritt Buxton, split the entry.

The yearling sales at Ballsbridge on 
September 21-23 showed an all-round de- 
crease of about 20 per cent. There were 
477 lots offered as against 472 last year. 
Of these 341 were sold (358 last year). 

Totals in guineas were £170,783 (as 
against last year). Average 
£500.83 (against £619.01 last year). 

This drop. although steep enough, was 
not unexpected in view of world economic 
and political unrest. Last year’s figures 
were record ones. Generally, buyers were 
often selective and cautious. Sellers were 
hesitant, reluctant to sell in haste. There 
were many withdrawals. but private sales 
afterwards tempered the drop in actual 
sales figures. 

There were no sensational prices, but 
satisfactory sums were realized in many 
cases. Long-term considerations among 
breeders were the receding bloodstock 
markets of India and South Africa. 

Top lots were b. f. by Panorama—Trial 
Story. sold by McGrath Trust Company to 
Capt. Laye, 4,000 guineas; b. c. by Nearco 
—Hyphen. sold by P. A. Love to V. Ber- 
ger (Argentina).

Phoibos Is Winner 
Of Five in a Row 


MELBOURNE 


Following hard upon the success of the 
Melbourne colt Carbon Copy (Helios— 
Havers) in the £10.000 AJC Derby at 
Randwick on October 2. his chief rival, 
Phoibos, another brilliant Melbourne 3- 
year-old, won his fifth race in succession 
in scoring effortlessly in the Caulfield 
Guineas. worth 3.500 guineas. at Caulfield 
on October 9. 

Phoibos was a 4-to-6 favorite for the 
Caulfield Guineas. After indulging the 
Sydney colt Riptide (Midstream—Kami- 
laroy) with the lead into the straight. he 
strode past him in grand style to run on 
to probably the best win of his brief but 
brilliant career. 

Phoibos is a black colt, not built on 
rugged lines by any means, but more of 
the wire-and-whipcord type. He cost 1.500 
guineas as a yearling. Phoibos, like Car- 
bon Copy, is by Helios, a son of Hyperion. 
from a mare named Spanish Star. whose 
favorable pedigree lines I referred to in a 
recent letter. 

Phoibos is owned in Adelaide (South 
Australia) by a former hotelkeeper. Mr. 
P. J. Concannon. His owner did not in- 
tend to see his colt run in the Victoria 
Derby on October 30 at Flemington. The 
reason is that every time he has seen 
Phoibos race. he has been beaten. Every 
time he has stayed home the colt has won. 

Ellerslie, a New Zealand-bred colt by 
Foxbridge from Tamahere. was second to 
Phoibos in the Caulfield Guineas. but be- 
ing a gelding. he cannot start in the Vic- 
toria Derby. which is worth £5,000. Rip- 
tide was third, but this Sydney colt is a 
non-stayer and he will not run in the elas- 
sic at Flemington. 

A. Breasley. one of the best riders in 
Australia. won the AJC Derby on Car- 
bon Copy and he will have to ride Phoibos 
in the Victoria Derby because of a_pre- 
vious engagement. He looks like complet- 
ing the double. 


ST. COMEDY. A slashing 2-year-old 
named St. Comedy (Powerscourt—Witty 
Maid) came under notice at Caulfield on 
October 9. He is from Adelaide. where he 
had won at his only previous start. At 
Caulfield he had his second race in the 
first division of the Debutante Stakes. He 
flew throughout the half mile to win run- 
ning away in the smart time of :4714. Rain 
had been falling for some time before his 
race came on. 

He cost 2.700 guineas as a 2-year-old, 
but he could not be bought for any price 
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today. His sire, Powerscourt (by the dead 
The Night Patrol), cost only 80 guineas, 
and his dam, Witty Maid, only 50 guineas. 

St. Comedy is a full brother to smart 
gallopers in Comic Court and Comedy 
Prince, and might easily be the outstand- 
ing 2-year-old of the spring in Melbourne. 
The second division of the Debutante was 
won by the speedy Wingflyer, by Bold Ben 
from Joan of France. The stock of Bold 
Ben have the unusual distinction of win- 
ning races both in England and Australia 
this year. 

Two-year-old fillies raced in the Debu- 
tante Stakes. The winner was Adela. by 
Midstream from Suffragette. When you 
remember the association of the dam’s 
name with events in England 30-odd years 
ago, you will agree the filly is aptly named. 

The famous Royal Gem’s 2-year-old sis- 
ter Regal Gem (Dhoti—French Gem) had 
her first start in the Debutante Stakes, but 
was forced against the rails by another 


runner as the barrier lifted. Her near 
knee hit a post and she will not race again 
for some time. She is a lovely filly and 
it is to be hoped nothing affects her sub- 
sequent career. 

Howe, the big New Zealand handicap- 
per. won his first race in Australia in the 
Herbert Power Handicap. Revelling in 
the soft going with 128 pounds on his 
back, he easily won the Power, at 14% 
miles. and he will now take a lot of beat- 
ing in the Caulfield Cup. He is by Defoe 
from Malmsley and is a genuine handi- 
capper that will win more races in 
Melbourne. 


SWITCH. Bookmakers the world over 
are protected birds. I have mentioned 
that the big doubles men were “up” for 
more than £400,000 over the De La Salle 
and Dark Marne double for the Epsom 
and Metropolitan Handicaps at Randwick 


(Sydney). De La Salle fulfilled her pay 
of the contract by winning the /psom oy 
October 2. Two days later, when Dark 
Marne was a 7-to-4 favorite for the Metro. 
politan, the bookie boys were dismal ey. 
amples of abject gloom. 

Suddenly, as racing began on Octobe; 
4, the heavens opened and rain fell in top. 
rents. And if there is one horse in Ays. 
tralia that loathes heavy ground it is Dark 
Marne. That day was no exception, and 
he finished many lengths behind the 33. 
to-l1 winner Buonarroti Boy, son of 
Buonarroti and Lorncello, a useful race 
mare of a few years ago. Dismay yap. 
ished from the faces of the chosen, and jt 
was the turn of the poor old punter to as. 
sume the mantle of gloom. 

Buonarroti Boy won the best race of his 
career in landing the Metropolitan Handi. 
cap for the Chinese jockey, Teddy Doon, 
He was next to tackle the Caulfield Cup 
in Melbourne on October 16. 

At Randwick on October 4 in the Gin. 
crack Stakes, first Sydney race of the sea. 
son for 2-year-old fillies, was won by 
Rhumba, a daughter of the imported Eng. 
lish horse Whirlaway., which must not, of 
course, be confused with your long-tailed 
wonder of other years. Rhumba is from 
a mare named Belle Doree and Whirlaway 
is by the unbeaten *Bahram, from Jury. 
It was the first time the progeny of Whirl 
away had raced in Australia and naturally 
the race has given him an excellent start. 

De La Salle showed her Epsom win was 
no fluke when two days afterwards she 
made one act of the George Main Stakes, 
‘a weight-for-age race of a mile. In soft 
ground she did well to run the distance in 
1:38. There seems to be no end to the 
ability of this new racing star in Sydney. 
She is by Speardale, a little known sire 
from Fossil, and was expected to run well 
in the Caulfield Cup. 

Karachi. by Neptune from Sudan, 
showed the best form of his career at 
Randwick on October 6 by easily van- 
quishing the smart 3-year-old Royal An- 
drew in the Craven Plate. a weight-for-age 
race of ten furlongs. Karachi had no 
trouble running down Royal Andrew in 
the straight and is to be “set” for the Mel- -- 
bourne Cup to be run at Flemington on 
November 2. Maurice McCarten, former 
famous rider, is his trainer. 

Wattle, by Breughel from Gold Tinge, 
is the best 3-year-old filly in Sydney. On 
October 6, she played with the opposition 
in the Flight Stakes. a special race for 
fillies of her age and named after the fa- 
mous mare which won many races three 
or four years ago in Sydney and 
Melbourne. 

Today (October 8). by the way, Flight 
had her first foal, a chestnut colt by im- 
ported Dhoti, a son of Dastur.

*Alibhai’s Record 
Doesn't Last Long

Last June THe Brtoop-Horse reported 
the sale of *Alibhai for $500.000. That is 
£125,000 of our money. and was the high- 
est price for which any horse had ever 
been sold. But the record was broken in 
six weeks. On July 31, in this city of Dub- 
lin, Fred S. Myerscough’s 7-year-old sire 
The Phoenix was transferred to a syndi- 
cate, and the cash consideration was £160,- 
000 (about $645.000)—a new all-time 
high in horseflesh. 


Ireland is preening itself on the fact 
that though she be a small country, she 
produces big horses that make big prices 
in the world markets. Irishmen also re- 
call that *Alibhai was bred at the She- 
shoon farm in Co. Kildare. on the border 
of its Curragh. 

The story of how this Phoenix has risen 
from ashes to riches is best told without 
embroidery or falutin’. He is by Chateau 
Bouscaut out of Fille de Poete, by Fir- 
daussi, and was bred at the Killarkin Stud 
in Co. Dublin, controlled by the Hon. Mrs. 
H. G. Wellesley. who also conducts a 
training stable at the Curragh. This lady 
was born with the know-how: she is a 
daughter of the late Mr. Edward Kennedy, 
breeder of The Tetrarch and Dark Ronald, 
sire of Dark Legend and Son-in-Law. 

The Phoenix was foaled in 1940. When 
he came up as a yearling at Balls’ Bridge 
sales in Dublin, the pall of the war slump 
hung heavy over the ring. He was knocked 
down to Fred S. Myerscough, leading Dub- 
lin insurance broker and a Turf enthusi- 
ast, for 290 guineas, or roughly $1.500. 
Paltry as this sum looks now. it was no 
bad price in 1941. Five other yearlings 
from the same stud made only $370 among 
them. 


At two years old The Phoenix ran his 
first race over the Phoenix Park track in 
Dublin in July and won. Then he went 
to the Curragh and won again. In August 
he won one of Ireland’s leading 2-year-old 
prizes, the Phoenix plate (commonly 
known as “1500”) with 136 pounds up. 
His three purses in his first season yielded 
Myerscough a trifle over $8.000. 

At three years The Phoenix, who was 
trained by his owner at Dundrum, not far 
from “Boss” Croker’s Glencairn establish- 
ment where Orby was bred and trained, 
ran first for the Lrish 2,000 Guineas, which 
he won from Solferino and Solar Prince 
by margins of half-a-length and a length. 

Then came the Irish Derby, also at the 
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Curragh. There he led his field all the 
way and beat the same pair with this dif- 
ference-—that Solar Prince was second 
this time and Solferino third. The third 
and last race run by The Phoenix was the 
Irish St. Leger, again at the Curragh, and 
here he was unaccountably beaten by Sol- 
ferino—and beaten by five lengths. too, 
though the bookmakers had demanded 
odds of 1 to 8 about him. Then he was 
retired. 


CHAPTER IL. His was a good but not 
an exalted racing record. He had never 
been to England and never met the best 
of the English-bred colts of his year, but 
his owner set his stud fee at £198, and 
breeders rose to it. Last year his 2-year- 
olds were winning, and his yearlings were 
making high prices. This season they 
have been doing even better. One of his 
daughters, Ballisland, winner already of 
four races, is considered the best of her 
age and sex and an English classic race 
probability for next season. In fact, the 
success story is only beginning, and this is 
only the first chapter. 

The success story is founded on pedi- 
gree as well as performance, and the pedi- 
gree is more than a little interesting. 
Chateau Bouscaut. his sire. bred in France, 
was a good without being a great race

JERSEY TAX RECEIPTS 


Preliminary estimates from New Jersey 
set the State’s receipts from the tax on 
pari-mutuel betting this year at $11,318.- 
324. About $86.000 is from harness racing. 
The remainder is from Monmouth and 
Garden State Parks and Atlantic City. 
About $100,000 more is expected from 
fines, license fees, and uncashed tickets. 


There was a move on foot at the State 
House to return to the Atlantic City track 
about $60,000 which the management re- 
funded when the horse Even Break re- 
fused to start. The betting on the horse 
was about $70,000, but all the tickets were 
not turned in for refund. 

The Atlantic City and Monmouth Park 
tracks are reported to have doubled their 
business this year over last season. A re- 
arrangement of dates, permitting the sea- 
shore tracks to run during the summer 
season, is credited for the increase. Gar- 
den State Park, oldest of the Jersey tracks, 
ran during the rainy season of April and 
May, showed a decrease in handle of about 
$17,000,000. But with an increased tax, 
the track produced $70.000 more in State 
revenue than it had the year before. 

When the new tax was introduced the 
State estimated that it would receive about 
$12.000,000 from racing this year. Even 
with the slump at Garden State, it will al- 
most reach the goal.

Kircubbin was by Cyllene’s son, Capti- 
vation, a strangely neglected sire who 
spent the greater part of his stud life in 
the north of Ireland where he got few good 
mares. In his time he sired a lot of good 
steeplechasers, but it is only 20 years after 
his time that it is beginning to be realized 
that he is by no means an unimportant 
member of the great Cyllene family. 


CONCERTINA. It is. however. in the 
bottom line of the pedigree of The Phoe- 
nix that we find perhaps the best reasons 
accounting for his success. His dam, Fille 
de Poete, is by Firdaussi (St. Leger win- 
ner and son of Pharos) out of Fille 
d’Amour. She was by unbeaten Hurry 
On out of Friar’s Daughter, and Friar’s 
Daughter was the dam of unbeaten *Bah- 
ram, and the successful sire Dastur. She 
was by Friar Marcus from Garron Lass, 
who was out of Concertina. Now, Con- 
certina was the dam of Plucky Liege. and 
Plucky Liege’s story is told by her sons 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd, *Bull Dog, Bois Rous- 
sel, ete., and her grandson Bull Lea. So 
now we can give a guess why The Phoenix 
has made a success story. 

Concertina has proven herself a very 
great ancestress, and yet a noble Duke 
threw her out of his place once. Yes, His 
Grace of Portland did not think the daugh- 
ter of St. Simon was good enough to keep 
at his great Welbeck stud, then at the 
height of its fame with the glory of St. 
Simon overhanging, as well as that of its 
Derby winners, Ayrshire and Donovan. 
At the end of last century the Duke had 
Concertina sent to the December sales, 
and she was sold for a trifle over £2,000. 
Since then her descendants have produced 
in one way and another enough to buy up 
Welbeck and the rest of the ducal mes- 
suages and appurtenances. 
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The Haltal’s have been running now for three years. 
From his first two crops over four out of every five 
starters have won. Haltal is the sire of three stakes 
winners Fond Embrace, Halsgal, and Tally, of two to 
place in stakes: Halt and Halchess. Haltal, one of 
the top handicappers and cup horses of his day, has 
a real all-American pedigree: by The Porter out of a 
Whisk Broom II mare, the next dam is by Peter Pan, 
the third by Burgomaster, the fourth by *Meddler. 
All of these mares produced stakes winners. 
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HALTAL stands at Woodvale Farm with Our Boots, a son of “Bull 
Dog. Haltal’s fee for 1949 is $500 Live Foal. Our Boots stands at

to France. but the race proved otherwise. 
He could not raise a decent gallop and 
was never in the race. He has been a 
hardy horse and should do well at the 
stud. 

Solar Slipper is a hard puller and set 
off in front to make all the running. He 
never looked like being caught and had 
three lengths to spare at the winning post. 
He was followed home by Nirgal. who 
lost some ground at the start. Migoli had 
trounced Nirgal in the Champion Stakes 
last year and also in the recent French 
race. Solar Slipper is by Windsor Slip- 
per, Who was a high class racehorse dur- 
ing the war. He only raced in Ireland but 
the owner would have liked to pit him 
against Big Game in the Champion Stakes 
of 1942. There were certain embargoes on 
the traveling of racehorses and the meet- 
ing could not take place. Solar Flower. 
dam of Solar Slipper, was one of the best 
fillies of her year and is by Solario out of 
Serena. by Winalot. The colt is a well 
grown individual just a trifle lacking in 
quality. but is a strong galloper. If only 
he would settle down and not fight for his 
head he would stay more than a mile and 
a quarter. He is an interesting prospect 
as a 4-year-old. 

Royal Drake took third place just in 
front of Migoli, who made up a little 
ground in the last furlong. Royal Drake 
has still to live up to the form he showed 
when second to My Love in the Derby. The 
South African horse Gambut was in the 
field. but he found the mile and a quarter 
much more than he could manage. He 
will return to sprinting. at which he is a 
bright exponent. 

The Nasrullah colt Nota Bene. owned 
by the Begum Aga Khan and trained by 
ex-jockey Harry Wragg. was not troubled 
to win the Histon Stakes of seven furlongs. 
He would have had much more to spare if 
he had not persisted in hanging to the 
tight. Some of the Nasrullahs are like 
that. They mostly stride a long way and 
want a lot of balancing. Nota Bene was 
followed home by the lightly framed Star 
Lady. who is by Etoile de Lyons. 

There was some good-class racing on 
the final day of the meeting. After My 
Babu, winner of the 2,000 Guineas, had 
been beaten over a mile and a half at 
Goodwood, it was decided to forego the St. 
Leger and train the colt for the Select 
Stakes, run over a mile. He had to give 
weight away all round and found the task 
much beyond him. From being on the bit 
at the end of six furlongs he found noth- 
ing and was beaten out of a place. He 
sto remain in training another year with 
the valuable Eclipse Stakes at Sandown as 
the main objective. That race is run over 
amile and a quarter.

ning and held on well to beat another 
French colt in Periscope 3rd by a length. 
Golestan, by Nasrullah out of Firanek. is 
a half brother to the 2-year-old winner 
Norval. Golestan has not always had the 
reputation of being a battler. but now 
stood up to the driving well. Pride of 
India took third place but has not trained 
on to the extent expected. The sprinter. 
Delirium, was given a chance to show 
whether he could stay a mile. It proved 
much beyond his natural capacity. 

It was a pity the unbeaten 2-year-old 
filly Ballisland was denied a fair chance 
in the Cheveley Park Stakes. She lost 
several lengths when the gate went up 
and was never in the race. I do not like 
to make excuses and it seemed to me that 
in spite of the lost ground she was never 


displaying the usual free action. She did 
not go through on a straight line and I 
was left with the impression she would 
not have won even if she had broken on 
level terms. I do not suppose she will run 
again this season, so she goes into winter 
quarters with a query against her name. 

The result was something of a shock as 
nothing ever looked like getting to Pam- 
bidian. This daughter of Fairford made 
all the running and was not seriously chal- 
lenged. Yet at Doncaster, Integrity had 
given her six pounds and more than a four- 
length beating. So it looks as if Integrity 
may be the best of the 2-year-old fillies. 

The King’s filly Avila ran on to take sec- 
ond place but could never get to the win- 
ner. M. Marcel Boussae ran Coronation 
V and Massilia. The former was expected 
to do the better. Massilia was always go- 
ing more smoothly and beat her stable 
companion for third place. 

We saw a rare struggle between the 6- 
year-old gelding Combined Operations and 
the 3-year-old The Cobbler in the Chal- 
lenge Stakes of six furlongs. The old 
horse had the better of it until the last two 
strides, when The Cobbler pushed his nose 
in front for a head victory. The Blue 
Peter gelding Plunder showed better style 
and a keener appreciation of the business 
when beating El Arabi by a head in the 
Chesterton Stakes.

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The Five Top Colts 
of The Century 


by Neil Newman 


The erudite Clem McCarthy recently 
submitted to Nelson Dunstan a list of 
thirty outstanding horses which have raced 
since 1919 and this list, published in Daily 
Racing Form, was immediately provoca- 
tive of a storm of controversy, which of 
course was all water on Dunstan’s wheel. 

Like the man and his ass, Clem appar- 
ently has succeeded in pleasing no one. 
In fact. one trainer, with tears in his eyes, 
was heard to wail, “How in the name of 
heaven did he ever leave out Blue Lark- 
spur and Busher?” 

[ suppose it is every one to his taste, 
like the woman kissing the cow. Possibly 
Lam difficult to please, but checking back 
to the beginning of the present century I 
can recall but five colts worthy of the 


Hollywood appellation “Super-Horse.” 
Taking them in chronological order they 
were— 

Amt. 
Horse Foaled Sts. Ist 2nd 3rd Won 
Sysonby ------ 1902 15 14 0 1 $184,433 
Colin ------ 15 15 0 O 181,610

It will be noted none of these five was 
ever unplaced and but two of them fin- 
ished as far back as third. 

I think it will be freely admitted it is 
impossible to compare horses of different 
eras. I recall visiting Mr. James Rowe 
on several occasions during which I asked 
him what was the best horse he ever 
trained. He never was able to decide the 
matter to his own or my satisfaction. He 
was unable to separate Luke Blackburn 
and Hindoo among his early champions, 
then he was at a loss to decide whether 
Sysonby or Colin was the better. 

So if as able a trainer as James Rowe 
was unable to make a decision as to the 
best horse he trained, one can realize the 
futility of outsiders trying to compare 
horses of different eras. Not only that, I 
assert 90 per cent of the most vociferous 
“judges” now setting forth their opinions 
in the racing press never even saw Man 
0 War race. 


SYSONBY was a bay horse, with nu- 
merous grey hairs in his coat. His ante- 
cedents were wholly English. His sire 
was Melton, winner of the Derby and St. 
leger, his dam *Optime, by Orme. 
*Optime, carrying Sysonby, was brought 
to this country by the executors of the 
éstate of Marcus Daly and sold by auction 
at Sheepshead Bay in the autumn of 1901 
to James R. Keene for $6,600. The pur- 
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chase was made solely to please Foxhall P. 
Keene. who was the apple of his father’s 
eye and who had an exaggerated opinion 
of the prowess of Melton’s progeny. 

Sysonby was beaten in the Futurity by 
two fillies, Artful and Tradition. The for- 
mer was in receipt of weight, but Tradi- 
tion, at 127 pounds, was conceding three 
pounds by the scale to Sysonby, which 
carried 127. It may sound like heresy but 
the opinion is still held in many quarters 
that Sysonby was a bit short in the Fu- 
turity. and it was universally agreed he 
was the victim of a timid ride on the part 
of his jockey, Arthur Redfern. This was 
the first mount Redfern had after a fall 
at Saratoga in which he broke an arm. At 
the time many held the Keene fortunes 
would have been better served if George 
Odom had been given the mount on Syson- 
by instead of Wild Mint. 

In his first start at three, the day Bel- 
mont Park was first thrown open to the 
public, Sysonby made one of the field that 
started in the Metropolitan Handicap. Tir- 
ing badly in the last hundred feet. he was 
caught by the older Race King. in receipt 
of weight. The result was acclaimed a 
dead-heat. Here again Sysonby was the 
victim of his rider’s inability to put up a 
strong finish. Bill Shaw was an excellent 
rider, but he was physically incapable of 
riding a strong finish; to him a whip was 
an unnecessary encumbrance. 

After the Metropolitan (imagine pres- 
ent-day trainers pitting their best 3-year- 
olds against older horses in May. baiting 
the handicapper—which James Rowe 
never hesitated to do if he thought he had 
a chance) Sysonby accomplished all that 
was asked of him. It was the private 
opinion of Walter S. Vosburgh, for forty 
years handicapper for The Jockey Club, 
that Sysonby was the best horse he had 
ever seen. He had been observing horses 
in the East since the opening of Jerome 


Park, or about 1866. 


COLIN. As in the case of Sysonby. 
James R. Keene owed the unbeaten Colin 
to his purchase of *Pastorella, a daughter 
of Springfield, at the dispersal sale of 
Marcus Daly’s Bitter Root Stud at old 
Madison Square Garden on February 1, 
1901. *Pastorella cost Mr. Keene $10,000. 

Colin was never beaten. I doubt that 
he was ever headed. Beaucoup ran him 
to a head at two when Colin was suffering 
from bucked shins, and in his last race 
Fair Play got to within half a length of 
him in the Belmont Stakes, but Colin was 
practically broken down before the race. 
As a matter of record, Colin was never 
wholly sound. He suffered from a box 
curb all his life and water was sprayed 
on his hock daily while he was in training.

| Man o° War was a son of Fair Play— 
Mahubah. by *Rock Sand, and a rich 
chestnut in color. He sustained his only 
reverse in the Sanford Memorial won by 
Upset. A combination of circumstances 
contributed to his defeat, the principal fac- 
tor being the fact that the starter left 
Man o° War standing sideways when he 
called the field to “Come on!” 

Man o° War and John P. Grier waged 
an epic struggle in the Dwyer of 1920. 
Man o’ War carried 126 pounds, John P. 
Grier 108. But although John P. Grier 
got to Man o° War’s throatlatch a quarter 
of a mile from the finish, the Glen Riddle 
champion pulled out to win by open day- 
light. These were the only times Man o° 
War was ever beaten or menaced. 


COUNT FLEET was a brown colt by 
Reigh Count—Quickly, by Haste, bred by 
Mrs. John D. Hertz. John Hertz bought 
Quickly from Hirsch Jacobs for $2,500 
after Jacobs had claimed her in Florida 
for $2,000 from the Canadian trainer 
Smallman. Count Fleet did not really find 
himself until after the Futurity. He won 
the Champagne in 1:3445, the fastest time 
a mile was ever run by a 2-year-old. 

At three Count Fleet was injured at the 
post in the Wood Memorial and was never 
racing sound thereafter. Don Cameron 
did a herculean job to train him to win 
the Kentucky Derby. the Preakness, the 
Withers, and the Belmont. In the Belmont 
he won by about a hundred lengths in ex- 
cellent time, but that was his adieu to his 
public. 


CITATION. There is no necessity to 
dilate on the present champion, other than 
to state he is in every sense of the term 
what John Galsworthy would term “A Hell 
of a Horse.” I thought the best race I 
ever saw him run was in the Sysonby. a 
mile at scale weights in about 1:36. 

The fallacy of trying to compare Man o° 
War with Citation is obvious to those fa- 
miliar with the two horses, that is, who 
had ocular evidence of their capabilities. 
Man o’ War was an equine projectile. He 
hurtled away from the start like a jet-pro- 
pelled plane and then it was a case of 
“catch me if you can.” Citation, a horse 
with an unruffled disposition, apparently 
can be placed with a silken string. He 
never does more than he is asked to do. 

In passing it can be said Citation is his 
trainer's monument. To my knowledge 
Citation has never been worked farther 
than six furlongs at speed while he has 
been at Belmont Park, but off prepara- 
tions like this he has been a stakes winner 
at two miles. 

Man o° War and Citation have this in 
common. Both improved beyond recog- 
nition from two to three, and to a lesser 
extent this is also true of Count Fleet. 


Sysonby and Colin belonged among the 


equine elect from the day they firs 
sported silk. 

It is also true the dams of these fiye 
“super-colossal” horses were decidedly 
ordinary performers. So far as I know 
*Optime and *Pastorella never won. Man 
War’s dam was decidedly ordinary, 
Count Fleet’s dam was claimed for $2,009, 
*Hydroplane 2nd, dam of Citation, never 
won a race in the two seasons she raced, 
Mr. Wright bought her from her breeder, 
the late Earl of Derby, for something be. 
tween $12,000 and $14,000, due possibly 
to the fact she was a daughter of the 
Derby and St. Leger winner Hyperion out 
of the high-class race mare Toboggan. 

In an additional article I shall have g 
few words to say about the outstanding 
fillies and mares of the current century 
which I have observed under silks. 


FIRE AT HAWTHORNE 


A fire in barn No. 8 at Hawthorne on 
the night of October 19 caused the destruc. 
tion of the barn and the death of 22 
horses. The fire broke out about 10:30 
o'clock and spread so quickly that most 
of the horses could not be led from their 
stalls. 

Robert F. Carey, managing director at 
Hawthorne, estimated the track’s loss at 
$30.000. The horsemen’s losses were esti- 
mated at $100,000. Two adjacent barns 
caught fire, but the flames were extin- 
guished The blaze was fought by the 


Cicero fire department. 


Some of the rescued horses were turned 
loose on the racing strip. Others tried to 
get back into their stalls. One horse is 
reported to have been led from the fire 
twice, only to break away and return a 
third time. It was burned to death. No 
human lives were lost. 

The United Press quoted Fire Commis- 
sioner Michael J. Corrigan to the effect 
that the track management was “almost 
totally to blame for the fire. . . . It was 
downright carelessness. . . .” He said 
stable employees had been smoking in the 
barn. Later he said he had been mis- 
quoted, but added that “. . . carelessness 
must have been responsible for the fire 
getting out of hand... .” 

The track had begun to replace the 
wooden stables with brick ones. One 
brick structure had been completed for 
use at the fall meeting. 

C. C. Ware, of Kansas City, suffered the 
heaviest loss when five of his horses were 
burned to death or had to be destroyed be- 
cause of injuries. Mose Lowenstein lost 
three horses and a pony. The Kepler Ste 
ble, Hall and Fetzer, the Gallo Stable, 
Merle Roberts, J. B. Quinlan, J. C. Mor 
row, and F. W. Gilliland also lost horses.

He was 
sold to E. P. Taylor for $4,700 at the Keeneland 
Summer Sales of 1947. Mr. Taylor bought six 
head for $58,800 (average $9,800). Illuminable’s 
wins this year have more than paid his way and 
have contributed substantially toward writing off 
the whole investment in the six head. Since the 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins, he earned $10,000 second 
money in the East View Stakes. 

He is the second stakes winner of the year for 
the young sire Sun Again, a half brother (by Sun 
Teddy) to Fervent which is owned by Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm. The other is Irish Sun, 
winner of the Lafayette Stakes and placed in three 
other stakes. For Claiborne Stud he is 1948 stakes 
winner No. 4—the others are Contest, Prevaricator. 
and Ann’s Lee.

After a series of frustrations in the Saratoga 
Special, the Grand Union Hotel, the Hopeful, and 
the Futurity Stakes, in which he was second or 
third, Sport Page came through to win one of the 
two richest 2-year-old races of the Empire City 
fall meeting.

Progeny of Mares Classified 


By the Average-Earnings Index 


Last week this slave to the multiplica- 
tion table presented for inspection a sam- 
ple of broodmares taken from the 1946 
Keeneland Summer Sales catalogue. The 
tabulation showed the average-earnings in- 
dex for the mares themselves and for their 
offspring. 

A similar sample is given here, except 
that it has an additional breakdown. It 
shows the rating of the mares, the rating 
of their offspring. plus a tabulation which 
accounts for individual foals. 

This sample. like the one of last week, 
is not intended to be representative. 
Rather it is a more or less hand-picked 
group of good producers whose own rac- 
ing class was at different levels, but mostly 
above average. and in some cases extreme. 

As in the earlier references to the appli- 
cation of the average-earnings index to the 
appraisal of broodmares, the intent here 
is to present examples. and possibly to in- 
terest some breeders in analyzing their 
own stock. For those who happen to 
have year-by-year earnings on the horses 
in which they are interested. an accom- 
panying table shows the average earnings 
per horse in North America in recent 
years. 

The actual earnings in any year. divided 
by the average for that year, give the ad- 
justment. For one horse racing one sea- 
son the adjustment is the same as the rat- 
ing. To obtain over-all ratings. the ad- 
justed figures for different years must be 
added together and the sum divided by 
the number of seasons raced. The rating 
is always the ratio of actual earnings to 
average expectancy. 


CLASS FROM CLASS. A _ favorite 
theme in this column for some years has 
been the relationship between the racing 
class of mares and the racing class of 
their offspring. It has been contended 
times without number that in the untried 
broodmare. the best evidence of her prob- 
ability as a producer is in her own racing 
class, or the apparent potentiality for rac- 
ing class. 

This is not to say that pedigree has no 
value in estimating the probabilities for 
a broodmare—only that the pedigree is 
much less valuable than the evidence from 
the chart books. 

The sample presented here is not given 
as evidence on either side, since the mares 
were not chosen on a random basis. But 
neither was it purposely loaded. So it 
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may be interesting to note in passing that 
the 38 raced offspring of mares with rat- 
ings better than ten times the average 
(above 10.000) include 13 horses (34 per 
cent) whose own ratings have been better 
than five times the average. 

The mares with ratings below average 
have produced the same number of raced 
foals. 38. Of these. only three (8 per cent) 
have ratings better than 5.000. 

This comparison may or may not repre- 
sent the difference between good and mod- 
erate race mares. The point toward which 
we are moving is the determination of that 
difference. If this method allows us to 
measure the difference more accurately 
than we have been able to do in the past. 
we shall have made a considerable gain. 

If it proves no more valuable for that 
purpose than other methods. it will at least 
have the advantage of measuring progeny 
according to a uniform standard. 


MORE. The following note has been 
received from Grant Dorland. of Lexing- 
ton, one of the breeders who prefers to do 
a part of his farming with a pencil and 
paper: 


The average-earnings index represents a 
really progressive step in evaluating the 
ability of stallions. Ranking sires on a 
basis of total money earned by their get, 
without considering starters. gives an ob- 
viously distorted picture. 

Can you find time to go back five years 
on the above-average sires, adding a few 
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Yearly Averages 


The Average-Earnings Index is based 
on an adjustment of actual earnings to the 
North American annual averages. The 
average earnings per starter in North 
America in recent years:

The index will not 
be nearly so valuable if we must wait for 
cumulative evidence. 

Some cumulative figures on sites haye 
been presented already, in the issues of 
June 5 and June 26. Those two articles 
represented different stages in the evoly. 
tion of the average-earnings index. They 
covered an eight-year period. 

As soon as possible additional material 
will be given. 


ENGLISH SIRES. However. the next 
exhibit will be a list showing the ratings 
of sires in England in 1947. These statis. 
tics probably will be available for presen. 
tation in the next issue. 

As previously pointed out. one of the 
advantages of the average-earnings index 
is the fact that it is applicable in all coun. 
tries on exactly the same basis. Hence, by 
dint of considerable labor, we shall be 
able to show the comparative success of 
English sires. 

As a future project, an attempt will be 
made to present French statistics in the 
same manner. But it is not yet certain 
when time may be allotted for assembling 
the data and making the calculations. 

These exhibits will not necessarily indi- 
cate that THe Brtoop-Horse intends to 
present such figures for foreign countries 
every year. But it would be able to pre- 
sent them if the other countries would as- 
semble the necessary statistical raw ma- 
terial. The principal item now lacking is 
the number of starters representing each 
sire. 

The average-earnings method would be 
far more revealing than gross money, 
whether it be dollars, pounds, francs, lire, 
marks, kroner. pesos. or yen. It would set 
forth the performance of sires in a uni- 
versal measure. 

As a matter of fact, one of the mares in 
the accompanying table, La Palina, has 
had two foals which raced in England. 
These were Black Devil and Golden Fox. 
Their proportion to the English average 
of the years in which they raced was cal- 
culated, and they are included among her 
raced foals on the same basis as if they 
had run in the United States. 


PERSPECTIVE. Neil Newman has con- 
tributed to THe BLoop-Horse an interest- 
ing short feature in which he gives his own 
list of “super-horses.” They are Sysonby.

At five she was a good Grade C runner in 
the East. and one of the best older horses 
in Canada. 


*Hydroplane 2nd, dam of Citation, ran 
in England three times at two and four 
times at three without winning. She ran 
in good but not top company, and twice 
was second, narrowly beaten, giving the 
winner nine pounds on the second occa- 
sion. She ran during the darkest years of 
the war in England, 1940 and 1941, when 
only the most promising horses could be 
trained. 

[do not mean to contend that the dams 
of these five champions were all high-class 
racers. Two had the kind of class one 
should look for in selecting broodmare 
prospects, two raced inconclusively under 
difficulties, one never raced at all. As a 
group, they could not be considered ex- 
traordinary in any way until their extra- 
ordinary sons came along. 

The breeding of horses such as Sysonby, 
Colin, Man 0” War, Count Fleet. and Cita- 
tion will never be subject to prediction. 
They are beyond all probabilities. They 
are the lucky genetic combinations that 
‘and beyond the reach of prediction on 


any basis, and certainly not on the basis 
of pedigree.

A MARE-AND-PROGENY SAMPLE 


Foxiana is a bay mare, foaled in 1929, by *Stefan the Great—Istar, by Von 
Tromp. Ed Snyder trained her, and when Snyder became trainer for the C. V. 
Whitney stable Foxiana became one of the Whitney broodmares. 

A good, hard-knocking racer, not top-class, Foxiana ran in six seasons, earned 
1.917 times as much as the average distribution per starter in the years in which 
she saw action. ‘Through 1947 she had had four foals to race. 


Boojiana, second of these foals, earned 7.673 times as much as the average 
of her years, as shown in the following calculation:

Lester Reiff 


Lester Reiff. 71. died at his home at 
Oakland. Calif.. on October 11. He was 
one of a trio of brothers—Johnny and Del- 
bert were the others—who gained wide 
reputation on the foreign Turf. 

Lester was born at Middleton, Mo. He 
and his brother John rode for Pierre Lor- 
illard. John W. Gates, Richard Croker. 
William C. Whitney. and other American 
owners who raced in England and on the 
Continent. Lester rode Volodyovski. which 
was leased by William C. Whitney. to vic- 
tory in the Epsom Derby of 1901. John 
won the race with Orby in 1907 and Taga- 
lie in 1912.

became a very successful trainer in 
France. 

After Lester Reiff became too heavy to 
ride. he retired from racing and entered 
the real estate business at Oakland. For 
the last 15 years he had not been active. 

Survivors include his wife. a daughter 
of the late Dr. H. E. Rowell. a San Fran- 
ciscan who once raced extensively. 


Joseph W. Foley 


Joseph W. Foley, 57. former director of 
public relations at Washington and Ar- 
lington Parks, died at Chicago on October 
18. He had been ill for some time, and 
blind for many years. 

Mr. Foley had been sports editor of the 
Chicago Journaly and later had been in the 
sports department of the Chicago Times. 
At one time he was general manager of the 
Chicago Stadium Operating Company, and 
was a fight promoter.

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Caton. and brothers, Will and Sam, were 
scoring spectacular successes on Russian 
tracks. 

After the revolution Mr. Rosemire re- 
turned to the United States, where he 
trained successfully for a group of Cleve- 
landers who owned the Pastime Stable. 
For the last 16 years or so he had been 
inactive as a trainer, but served as a Grand 
Circuit judge and as a dealer in horses. 
especially for export. He was credited 
with having sent to Europe more fast trot- 
ters than any other dealer. Among them 
were Dr. Spencer. The Marchioness, Mc- 
Lin, Mighty Ned. Muscletone, Lock Bun- 
ter, Grand Parade, and Mamie Britton. 
Mighty Ned currently is the outstanding 
trotter in France. 

Survivors include his wife and a daugh- 
ter. both of Lexington.

California racing dates for 1949 have 
been realigned. The two affected tracks are 
Tanforan and Bay Meadows. Under the 
dates announced early in October, Bay 
Meadows would have been dark from May, 
1948. to November.

The Double Returns 


The daily double form of betting will be 
resumed at New York tracks in 1949. It 
was dropped in 1946. 

At the time of its elimination, the New 
York State Racing Commission stated that 
“this form of wagering has not proven con- 
ducive to the best interests of racing in 
New York.” The commission said it had 
assumed the “proportions of a gigantic 
numbers game, with the form of the horses 
concerned frequently completely over- 
looked.” 


The commission said it also had _ re- 
ceived complaints that there were no me- 
chanical means of recording daily double 
play, or of posting odds. It also said that 
trainers had complained they had to get 
their horses ready earlier than usual. 


But the State had received about $1,- 
400,000 in taxes from daily double betting 
in 1945. 


Hipodromo Stakes 


Two new stakes have been added to the 
usual roster of feature races at the Hipo- 
dromo de las Americas, at Mexico City. 
The track opened its meeting on October 
12 and will run for 102 days, ending June 
5. 


The new races are the Clasico Jockey 
Club de Uruguay, for 3-year-olds, and El 
Futurity Mexicano, for 2-year-olds bred in 
Mexico. It is at 71% furlongs.

McLennan Resigns 


Charles J. McLennan, racing secretary 
at Garden State Park and Atlantic City. 
in New Jersey, has resigned his post at 
the two tracks. Conflicting dates between 
New Jersey and Maryland tracks was 
given as the reason. Mr. McLennan js 
secretary and general manager at Hayre 
de Grace, and is secretary at Laurel Park 
and Pimlico. During the winter season he 
is racing secretary at Hialeah Park. 


PAPA POWLEY 


At 28, Donald Powley is probably the 
oldest apprentice boy riding in Maryland 
and certainly the only bug boy with three 
children. 

Powley’s career in no way parallels that 
of most jockeys. Until five years ago he 
had never even seen a horse, except a dray 
nag on a city street. He stepped from a 
hotel lobby into the saddle in 1944, and ex. 
changed a page boy’s uniform for silks 
and boots. 

The Minnesota-born rider had a normal 
boyhood and was graduated in 1938 from 
Marshall High School in his native Minne. 
apolis. He had numerous jobs including 
those of file clerk, typist, soda jerk, and 
then page boy. Being a gregarious and 
friendly youth, Powley liked his job at 
Minneapolis’ Nicollet Hotel and advanced 
to bellman. It was from the Hotel Sher- 
man in Chicago, however, that he made 
the jump from lobby to racing strip. His 
height, which is a quarter of an inch over 
five feet, and his slight build—he never 
weighs as much as 100—attracted the at- 
tention of a horseman. 

Powley worked around Chicago tracks, 
galloped south to Churchill Downs and 
on to Florida. He rode his way north last 
spring and broke his maiden at Garden 
State Park on April 20 aboard Black 
Tempest, a horse with which he won three 
races this summer. They had a success- 
ful campaign, running 17 times and being 
out of the money only twice. Since April, 
Powley has won 26 races. He was to ride 
out the meeting at Laurel Park, then go 
to Pimlico for the fall season. 

At an age when some riders begin to 
think of retiring, Powley is looking ahead 


to a successful racing career. When he 


does retire, he wants to go back to Minne- 
apolis where his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ed Powley, still live and where his wife, 
the former Maxine Maguire, was born. 
The Don Powleys spent the summer in 
a trailer so the family could be together. 
“Home” is now parked near Laurel. The 
youngsters, Donald, Jr., four; Tommy, 
two-and-a-half, and a year-old Diane, seem 
to thrive on the itinerant life.

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French & English 
War (Equine) 


Editor's note. The successful French 
bid for England’s long-held place of dom- 
inance in Thoroughbred breeding has been 
the subject of much comment in English 
papers. The following article by the rac- 
ing correspondent of the London Times, 
reprinted from the Times of September 25, 
gets down to some of the brass tacks. 


World interest in French racehorses has 
been awakened by their successes in Eng- 
land since the war. The last two races 
for the Derby and the last three Gold Cups 
have gone to France. The recently inaugu- 
rated King George VI Stakes has yet to 
be won by a British-bred horse, and since 
1946 French-bred horses have won the 
Jockey Club Cup twice. the Goodwood 
Cup twice, the Queen Alexandra Stakes 
three times, the Oaks once, the 2.000 
Guineas once. the 1,000 Guineas once, and 
the Coronation Cup three times. 

Various reasons have been offered to 
explain why British-bred horses have not 
been holding their own with the invaders. 
One of the most familiar is that horses 
here were short of food during the war 
and are still underfed. It should be under- 
stood, however, that the French successes 
have not come suddenly, as is sometimes 
supposed. 

After the 1914-18 war there were few 
horses left in France. It took the French 
breeders nearly 20 years to work up to a 
pinnacle from which they could chal- 
lenge the best in other countries. These 
horses were just beginning to be seen 
before the last war. Bois Roussel came 
to win the Derby in 1938, Rodosto, Le 
Ksar, and Djebel won the 2.000 Guineas in 
1933, 1937, and 1940, Kandy and Mesa 
won the 1,000 Guineas, Brulette won the 
Oaks, and there were several French vic- 
tories in our big handicaps. 


In order to produce these strains French, [ 
breeders imported liberally from othe | 
countries. The fresh blood was crogsej 
with the remainder of the stock at hom 
and a thoroughly tough and healthy breed 
was the result. The original home stock 
was undoubtedly sound, having undergone 
an ordeal for the survival of the fittest jy 
French racing after the first war. In those 
days there was plenty of racing. and the 
very few horses in training ran with the 
utmost regularity. Only those with sound 
limbs and constitutions won many races, 
The crossing of this basic strain with com. 
pletely fresh blood from other countries 
is probably the chief reason for the ro. 
bustness and capacity for hard work which 
are exhibited by most of the great French 
racehorses now. 

The good feeding of brood mares and 
young horses is naturally essential for 
strength and endurance, and many weak 
foals have been, and are being. born here, 
Yet yearlings coming from studs in Ire. 
land at the end of the war have not appar- 
ently prospered more than those from 
English studs, and there is little doubt 
that feeding in Ireland was more plentiful 
at that time. Nor is it accepted by French 
breeders that their stock was better fed 
than ours. 


SIMILAR TRAINING METHODS. A 
recent investigation of French training 
methods showed that they do not differ ma- 
terially from those employed here. Many 
of our trainers have trained in France 
earlier in their careers, and many of the 
French trainers come from English train- 
ing families. Consequently, as might be 
expected, the pattern of training is along 
traditional lines. The general belief that 
French horses undergo a more severe 
course of galloping is not borne out. There 
are some trainers at Newmarket who work 
their charges harder than the average 
French trainer. 

It is easy to see how the belief arose.

year-old races in France, nor are there 
many sprint races for older horses. Speed 
is therefore slightly less important. French 
trainers gallop their horses over the full 
distance of the race more often than we 
do, but they rarely send them over short 
distances at an all-out gallop. The speed 
of their full-distance gallops, while gen- 
erally good with fit horses, does not seem 
to be excessive. It is difficult to believe 
that either French training or feeding con- 
tributes materially to their present suc- 
cesses against our horses. 

The aim of British breeders has often 
been stated. It is primarily to breed 
horses capable of winning the Derby. The 
greatest of our stallions in the past have 
therefore been Derby winners or sons of 
Derby winners, but it is an error to assume 
that all Derby winners are great horses. 
With competition from abroad, the best 
horses of our years can be compared with 
the best from other countries; and the re- 
sulting champions will have been far more 
thoroughly tested than if the racing of the 
country was confined to British horses. 

Any present discomfiture is thus entirely 
salutary, since it will show the road to 
future breeders. If a stronger light had 
been turned on some of our past Derby 
winners, which for economic reasons were 
hustled to stud duties before they could 
be further tested in their four-year-old 
days, much deterioration might have been 
avoided. Only by trial and error have 
breeders been able to sort the good from 
the bad, though some of the horses who 
have been retired at the end of their sec- 
ond season have proved first-class stallions. 

In France Tourbillon ran only during 
his second and third years. Pharis might 
have clashed with Blue Peter in the St. 
Leger which the outbreak of war pre- 
vented from taking place. He did not run 
again. Djebel, on the other hand, con- 
tinued running until the end of his five- 
year-old season. In his last year he won 
all seven of his races. Caracalla was un- 
beaten, and won four races as a four-year- 
old, including our Gold Cup. 

Djebel in turn has become the sire of 
My Babu and Arbar. Vatellor, the sire of 
Pearl Diver and My Love, ran once as a 
two-year-old, when he won over a mile. He 
continued to race until the end of his five- 
year-old days, exhibiting not much bril- 
liance but great stamina. 


LONGER RACES IN FRANCE. Many 
colts bred for the Derby in the last few 
years have turned out to be better suited 
to a mile or 144 mile. If one neglects two- 
year-old races, the average distance of all 
the English racing is just over 144 mile. 
It was less than this before the introduc- 
tion of further long-distance races in the 
last two years. Possibly the inter-breeding 
of the large variety of horses here has 
gradually produced a type capable of win- 
ning the average race.

The 
two-year-old racing is more widely diver- 
vent. There are few races for first-season 
horses in France compared with our large 
programme. Of these, many are over 
longer distances. In the autumn, races of 
one mile and 144 mile for two-year-olds 
gre a regular feature. Owners of young 
sock with stamina rather than speed can 
therefore win prize money as well as those 
who have more precocious and _ faster 
youngsters. 

Here, nearly all the two-year-old races 
are over five and six furlong courses. They 
are usually won by colts and fillies who do 
not stay more than 144 mile in their sec- 
ond season, and many of them are won by 
outright sprinters. There is not the same 
temptation to breed sprinters in France, 
for there are also much fewer five, six, and 
seven furlong races for older horses. An- 
other point about the abundance of short- 
distance first-season races was raised by 
a well-known breeder in Yorkshire recent- 
ly when he said that horses who might 
have stayed have had their development 
altered by attempting to win such races. 

From the beginning. breeders have vied 
with each other to produce racehorses 
capable of greater speed. Britain and Ire- 
land. where racing is centuries old, have 
gone farther along the road than France 
or Italy. More speed generally brings a 
lessening of stamina, and we may have 
gone slightly too far. To reverse this nat- 
ural trend will not be easy. Fortunately, 
oly a slight increase of staying power is 
necessary. It is certainly not the aim to 
breed horses capable of winning over long 
distances only. 

Probably the surest way to ensure this 
rise in stamina is to make a small change 
in the programmes of our race meetings. 
This has already been begun. Big prizes 
for early two-year-olds are discouraged. 
Conditions have been framed to make 
races for two-year-olds in the autumn who 
have not run earlier. There are races for 
two-year-olds whose sires have won over 
14 mile or more. Several well-endowed 
races for older stayers have been insti- 
uted. All these are to encourage the 
breeding and buying of horses with stam- 
ina rather than speed. 


The tendency, however, is still to breed 

sprinters and middle-distance horses. be- 
cause their opportunities are still much 
seater. If many more two-year-old races 
awe made for slower maturing stayers, and 
more second-class long distance 
faces introduced for those horses who 
lave failed as stayers to reach the top 
tlass, the demand for horses with stamina 
wil quickly bring many more of them 
tom the studs. At the same time impor- 
lation of new blood should not be frowned 
tpn, Even the best of lines deteriorate 
inthe end and must be out-crossed with 
ftsh blood from distant parts to revive 
‘gour and sound constitution.

Advocated by Luke 


In an open letter to “All Racing Com- 
missioners in the United States.” Alfred 
Jay Luke, president of the California 
Thoroughbred Owners and Trainers Asso- 
ciation, suggests a pre-race test to guard 
against stimulation. 

Briefly. Mr. Luke advocates the taking 
of urine samples from all probable start- 
ers, during the morning hours. The sam- 
ples would be examined with the aid of a 
spectrophotometer. and horses showing 
evidence of having been stimulated would 
not be permitted to start. Additional sam- 
ples would be taken from each winner, 
during the afternoon racing. 

After the morning sample is taken, prob- 
ably after the horse has worked out, the 
horse would be placed behind protective 
screens. Only one person would have a 
key permitting access to the horse. and he 
would be responsible for the animal’s con- 
dition. The trainer, unless he had the key. 
would not be held responsible in case of 
stimulation. 

The spectrophotometer, as described by 
Mr. Luke, works on the principle of trans- 
mitting ultraviolet light through a quartz 
cell in which a concentrated urine sam- 


ple is placed. A normal urine sample per- 
mits the ultraviolet rays to form a pattern 
which has been established through ex- 
periments as standard. If the spectro- 


photometer produces a pattern differing 
from the normal, the horse would be 
scratched and further tests made of the 


urine. Mr. Luke reports that the device 
is sensitive enough to detect the presence 
of “one part of stimulant in 30,000... > 
He says the tests could be completed be. 
fore the first race each day. 

The spectrophotometer already is in yse 
by laboratories employed to make saliva 
and urine tests, the Californian says, by 
the reports from one day’s racing gep. 
erally are not available until the next day. 

Luke estimates the cost of establishing 
portable laboratories at race tracks 
about $5,000. This would include 20 ey. 
tractors, for obtaining the urine concep. 
trate, and four spectrophotometers. The 
equipment would be moved from track to 
track. He estimates the cost of screens at 
about $5,000 for 80 of them. He does not 
mention a receiving barn, so it is presumed 
that the screens would be portable. and 
would be erected in front of the regular 
stalls. 

Mr. Luke believes that certainty of de. 
tecting stimulation before a race would 
eliminate the practice of drugging. And 
if a winner were stimulated between the 
time the morning sample was taken and 
post time, it would show up in the post- 
race sample. Meanwhile, the horse would 
be under safeguard, and responsibility for 
his condition would be fixed upon one man 
—the holder of the key.

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Building Humus 
On Pasture Lands 


Soil humus—organic matter—is essen- 
tial in soils that are to produce good pas- 
tures for horses. Humus makes soil fri- 
able, elastic under foot, conserves mois- 
ture for plant growth, and does away with 
the deep, hard hoofprints made in wet 
weather (dangerous to foals when dry) 
in soils lacking humus. Men of wealth 
can in a few months apply all the lime. 
potash and phosphate that soils need for 
grass, but incorporating organic matter 
into such soils is a slower and more diffi- 
cult task. 

The problem affects so many _ horse 
breeders that the question was submitted 
to the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Robert M. Salter, Chief of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, U.S.D.A.,. re- 
cently sent Secretary Wayne Dinsmore, of 
the Horse and Mule Association of Amer- 
ica, the following reply, which is packed 
with worthwhile suggestions for men 
whose soils lack humus. 

“The heavy clay sos which have been 
farmed for 150 or 200 years (which are 
located principally in states traversed by 
the Allegheny and Blue Ridge Mountains. 


extending across Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, and southwestward across the Vir- 
ginias, Kentucky, Tennessee. and North 
Carolina) often are low in humus. or or- 
ganic matter. This delays securing luxu- 
riant stands of clovers, alfalfa, and pasture 
grasses. 

“Soybeans followed by sweet clover— 
both plowed under—will build up humus 
more quickly than anything else except 
heavy applications of barnyard manure, 
seldom available in areas mentioned. 

“Good drainage should be established 
first. Agricultural lime then should be 
applied in amounts needed for the legume 
crops to be grown, as indicated by soil 
tests. Limestone, applied in winter when

disked into the soil as early as possible 
in the spring. Since these soils generally 
are low in fertility, it is advisable to use 
from 200 to 400 pounds of a 4-10-10 or 
1-12-12 fertilizer just previous to the plant- 
ing of a soybean crop. Soybeans so fer- 
tilized on well drained and properly limed 
land will make a luxuriant crop, from 2 
to 214 feet high. which should be plowed 
under in August or early September, about 
the time the first seeds are in the dough. 

“Soybean roots have the faculty of 
loosening the soil and making it friable. 
The entire plant, plowed under, supplies 
organic matter. Winter wheat then can 
be planted, preferably with 300 pounds 
of 8-12-8 fertilizer, and the following 
spring Hubam, an annual sweet clover, 
can be planted in the wheat, with further 
application of fertilizer to expedite sweet 
clover growth. 

“If the season is favorable the sweet 
clover will make such heavy growth after 
the wheat is harvested that it can be 
plowed under in September as green ma- 
nure, and then be put into winter wheat 
and seeded to grass. Hubam is preferred 
to biennial sweet clover as the latter might 


regrow enough the second year to inter- 
fere with the harvest of the winter wheat. 
The legumes desired in the pasture should 
be seeded early the following spring. on 
the snow, or at such time and by such 
procedure as has been found best in the 
community in question. 

“Abundant supplies of humus—organic 
matter, supplied as suggested, plus all 
available manure, affords a favorable me- 
dium for the growth of soil bacteria and 
expedites establishment of luxuriant 
growth of pasture grasses and the legumes 
which should always be found in abun- 
dance in good pastures. The pastures 
should receive 200-400 pounds per acre 
of 0-20-20 or 0-14-14 applications of ferti- 
lizer annually, and should be given proper 
management for the maintenance of 
stands. 

“The local county agent and experiment 
station in the state in which a given farm 
is located should be consulted, particularly 
with respect to the varieties of grasses and 
legumes that will do best in a community.”
